1. Reference is made to your memorandum of 1? December 
1962 wherein a Provisional Covert Security Approval was 
requested to permit contact with Subject in the U.S. for 
debriefing on his contacts with Soviet Lithuanians and on 
several American Lithuanians whom he has known or had met 
in Rome while attending the Ecumenical Congress. 


2. In accordance with the provisions set forth in Clandestine
